PRIZED GIFTS. 


Mrs. 
Hodskins Presents the Police De- 


partment a Dagger and Revolver. 


Chief Kendall has received as a gift 


from Mrs. William Hodskins several ar- 
ticles which are prized as valuable ad- 
ditions to the collection of curiosities in 
possession of the police department. The 
articles are the pistol carried for a num- 
ber of years, during the building of the 
Hoosac tunnel, by the late Sheriff Hods- 
kins, the bullet mould, powder box and 
ramrod, and the dagger with which Glea- 
son murdered his wife in this city about 
twenty-five years ago. 
The pistol is of 


the "pepper box" pattern, having a re- 
volving barrel with six chambers. 
The 


dagger, which was taken away from the 
murderer is about 7 inches long and was 
made of a file sharpened at the end and 
flattened on the edges so as to make a 
dangerous weapon. Gleason committed 
the act in fit of jealousy and was arrested 
by James H. Flagg. He is now in Charles- 
town prison,where he is serving a life sen" 
tence for his crime.

but as 
she is

to move she decided to give tbem to the 
police department. Chief Kendall has a 
number of curiosities of similar charac* 
ter which he wishes to preserve, and he 
says if the Fort Massachusetts Historical 
society will provide a separate case for 
them he will be glad to loan all such ar- 
ticles to the society.

THE SOLDIERS EOYALLY WELCOMED. 


The City Decorated. Church Bells Rung 


ir.d Cannon Fired, Greeted With 


Creersby the Schoolchildren. 


Coed Dinner. Campllre

Tte "Old Tenth" had glorious weather 


for its twenty-nineth annual reunion, 
which was held in this city today. 
A 


clear sky and a fresh breeza from the 
weit combined to make the day all that 
could be desired. 


Some of the veterans arrived on the 


train from Pittsfleld at 8.24, and at 10 
o'clock the others—-and the larger part of 
the visitors—came in from the east on the 
Fitchburg road. They were met at the 
depot by the local members of the regi- 
ment with Clapp's band. 


The veterans were drawn up in line and 


supplied with badges prepared for the 
occasion, and at 10.20 the line moved from 
the depot up State and Main streets and 
proceeded over the line of march hereto- 
fore published. Main and State streets 
were handsomely decorated and all along 
the line of march the decorations showed 
how thoroughly the people were in. Bym- 
pathy with their honored visitors. 


The church bells were rung and cannon 


were fired as the column moved from the 
depot and until after the soldiers' monu- 
ment was passed. The sidewalks were 
thronged and at the monument hundreds 
of schoolchildren, acting on the sugges- 
tion of the TKANSCEIPT, assembled to 
greet and cheer the old soldiers as they 
marched by. Many older people were 
there also. Flags were waved by the 
children and the welcome was indeed a 
cordial one. The national colors floated 
from the flagstaff at the monument, and 
over the street a little to the south was 
suspended a large flag having at the bot- 
tom in bold black letters, "Welcome Old 
Tenth." Amid the general jubilation the 
chimes of St. Francis' church struck up 
and several national airs were played. 
The music blended sweetly with the other 
sounds of joyomness and welcome. 


The parade, after passing through East 


Main, Pleasant, Cherry and several other 
streets, ended at the monument, when the 
thirst of the marching men was quenched 
by copious draughts from a brimming 
washtub of strawberry lemonade. The 
veterans were then taken in six and four- 
horse wagons to the public, park, where 
the remainder of the day was passed. A 
sumptuous dinner was served by the lad- 
ies of the C. D. Sandford Belief corps and 
nothing was wanting that could contri- 
bute to the comfort and pleasure of the 
old soldiers. 


The badge with which every member of 


the regiment was supplied was remark- 
able for its appropriateness and beauty cf 
design and finish. It was made ot heavy 
white satin, with the exception of those 
worn by the committee, which were blue. 
On the front was a fine cut of the Arnold 
print works. The reading was as follows. 
"Twenty-ninth annual 
reunion, Tenth 


Massachusetts Regimental Association." 
At one side of the cut was "Co. B's camp 
ground of 1861," and at the other, "As it 
is today." At the lower end of the badge 
was this: "Local prosperity made possible 
by The Old Tenth." North Adams, June 
23, 1896." On the back of the badge was 
the seal of North Adams and a list of the 
engagements in which the regiments took 
part. The badges will t>e carefully pre- 
served as a souvenir of this pleasant occa- 
sion. In their preparation expense was 
not considered, and the icsult was pro- 
nounced by the members of the regiment 
to be the handsomest badge ever worn at 
any of their reunions. The badges were 
the gift of William Arthur Gallup of this 
city.

Private HniuHiu on the Seven Pines 


Baltic. 


Private Geo. Hanson said to the writer: 


Col. 
Briggs rode no horse in the action, 


but kept close to the colors, the center of 
the rebel fire, and as the attempt was be- 
ing made to surround his regiment, he 
ran down the exposed flank amid a per- 
fect shower of bullets and unharmed. His 
orders were given to the companies by 
getting close to and screaming in their 
fnce-i, such was the terrible noise. When 
Lev! Brooks was killed Col. 
Bnggs, 


stooped down and kissed him and said 
"That God will keep my men is all I care 
for." 


He rose up, but had not taken three 


steps when he was shot, the ball entering 
one leg above the knee and lodging in the 
other leg. A bullett had previously been 
stopped by his steel vest. He was picked 
up by Orderly Sergeant N. P. A. Blaire of 
North Adams and carried by him half a 
mile to the hospital. Blaire told the Col- 
onel if the rebels permitted, he would get 
him there. Blaire's cap dropped off, and 
Brings would not let him pick it up, but 
placed his own on his head. He however 
begged Blaire to stop that both could rest, 
but he refused saying, "I'll never lay my 
Colonel down in a mud-hole," and trudged 
on. In this action Capt. Day was killed, 
Capt. Parsons wounded, and many other 
officers and men of the companies killed 
and wounded. 


The Heath ol Captain Smart. 


Captain Elisha Smart of North Adams 


was killed in this battle, or rather mur- 
dered by one of those bloodthirsty rebel 
savages who in this war went by the name 
of the "Louisiana Tigers," and were noted 
for their atrocities. It is lit ting that the 
part he took in the battle of the Seven 
Pines be In the main given by those under 
his immediate command. 


Captain Hocea Lombard, the captain of 


one of the Springfield companies in the 
10th, who afterwards was in command of 
the regiment, and who deceased about a 
year ago in that city, said after that fight, 
"That no braver man than Captain Elisha 
Smart went into it." 
Private George 


Hanson of the Greys said to the editor of 
the TRANSCRIPT, "Captain Smart fought 
like a tiger in the front rank of his com- 
pany with a breech-loading rifle, firing 
six times to once by his men with that 
deadly instrument and with a cool aim. 


It would have been natural when the 


regiment commenced to finally retire 
from the locality in which they had been 
ambuscaded and met witu such decima- 
tion that he should have been at the head 
of his company. Instead of this be it said 
to his everlasting praise, honor and mem- 
ory, he went back under the enemy's hail 
storm of bullets and shell to his com 
pany's rear, and commenced helping oft 
the field his tired and wounded men, and 
to give them words of encouragement, 
when he was shot in the ieg and fell to the 
earth. He wa& then in the rear of his 
company and the regiment, all of whom 
were doing their level best to get off the 
field, and from under fire, having boon or. 
dered by General Devens and Captain 
Miller to do &o. Consequently his fall in 
the very iront of the advancing foe was 
unnoticed and unknown at the time to 
any ono, his men supposing he was with 
them. 


Murdered in Cold BIooil. 


Evidently Captain Smart did not realize 


the. bloodtbirstinesSj of the South after 
Yankee lives, or perhaps he expected as 
good treatment from the rebels as the 
United States troops received from the 
Seminole Indians in the Florida war. As 
he lay there wounded, a wounded member 
of the Shclburne Falls company lying 
near him is certain that he heard him aak 
a rebel soldier who soon came upon the 
scene "to remove him from the field," 
when the brute, with an oath snatched 
up the captain's own breech loader saying 
"I'll save you," and shot him through the 
throat. There was but one quiver of his 
body and this brave man, who did his 
duty so faithfully to North Adams, his 
company and regiment, and to his coun- 
try, having gone from its humblest walks 
of life to die upon the field of battle as its 
first martyr ofBcer in the war of the re- 
bellion, was no more. 


SHU Another Witness. 


Hardly a year ago there was a private 


in the 10th regiment and then residing in 
Lenox who told the writer that he too 
was lying wounded near Capt. Smart 
when he was murdered. He asserts he 
was shot in the throat with his own gun 
by a Louisiana Tiger, whom he knew by 
his peculiar uniform, but thinks that the 
Captain asked this friend for a "drink of 
water." Whichever may have been right 
this was the manner of his death, and he 
came to it in the fulfillment of his duty 
or more than his duty, in trying to succor 
his company in the time of their greatest 
extremity. 


I.I. Travers Account. 


Under date of June 2,1862, Lt. Traver of 


of Co. B. wrote to his North AAuns 
friends that Capt. Smart was shot and 
afterwards killed by the rebels in the last 
fight on Saturday. While engaged with a 
big rebel force at their front, the 10th 
were attacked by a whole brigade of 
rebels from the rear and were forced to 
fall back, but rallied and re-formed ranks 


four times. But being 10 to 1 the rebels 
were too stormy for us. The Captain and 
two of our men were killed and eight 
wounded. 
Our boys 
behaved nobly, 


fighing to the last moment. 
We have 


buried our brave Captain in a piece of 
woods near where lie was encamped. 
His sword, watcb and money have been 
recovered. 
Albert Eoberts, 
the first 


North Adam? man killed was shot through 
the head with grape shot. His body wa« 
found by a Maine regiment, in which he 
had an acquaintance, ami was buried and 
his grave marked. There is no record 
that these graves were ever sought ior, 
though a telegraph was sent right away 
from North Adams to have them sent 
home. It is not pleasant to know that 
these brave men now lay in unknown 
graves. 


Privnte Ha»liin'« Acrnuut. 


Private Adelbcrt Haskins of 
North 


Adams wrote his family. At Seven Pines 
we were finally driven back a mile by the 
rebels, who took all our camp equippage 
and didn't even leave us a thing. 
Our 


10th 
regiment.Ti'as completely out-flanked 


by the rebels and they didn't even leave 
us a blanket. The rebels were six hours 
in advancing a mile and a half, 
VI'P car- 


ried our colors four different times into 
the right and brought them out all torn 
to pieces by shot and shell. 
Simon Hill 


of North Adams shoe a rebel color bcareri 
and Lt. Wells sliot mid killed r, rebel co;-- 
poral who picked tliat stand.ir.l up. Wc*3- 
loy Mallory of Xortli Adams, stood by a 
stump all alone, firing briskly, and calling 
on the boys to stand up square to the 
rack. We have rjot Capt. Smart's watch 
and money. He was shot through the 
throat after he fell on tkf field wounded, 
and was afterwards killed by ;i rebsl. 
Have buried him and marked his grave. 
He looked very natural. Itavo also buried 
Levi Brooks of Savoy and marked his 
grave. 


Snvc'd the Whole Army from Roiit. 
By July 3d, the importance of the vie, 


tory of our troops at Seven Pines began 
to be realized, and it was evident that the 
before unheard of bravery of the 10th 
regiment had saved the 
whole army 


from rout. The movement on the part 
of McClellan was to occupy a desirable 
belt of territory so as to get near enough 
to Richmond to bombard it, and, having 
fallen into a rebel trap the rebels thought 
to drive him back on Washington, and 
they would have succeeded had it not 
have been for the stubborn fight of the 
Western Mass, regiment, whom with the 
other regiments engaged at Fair Oaks 
also McClellan was forced to confess had 
behaved splendidly. 


Ilnttlool MRlverii Hill. 


The fearful fight at Malvern Hill, July 3 


ended McClellan's Peninsular campaign 
and showed the North its weakness. At 
this battle Major Ozro Miller was wound" 
ed and soon after died in a Richmond 
hospital. Sergeant Mallory was killed 
in Co. B, a bullet penetrating his eye, 
Buel Wilsey was also killed by a. bullet in 
his right side, and three of the Greys were 
wounded. Lieut. Wheeler of the Pollock 
Guards of Pittsfield had an arm shot off. 
Adjutant Keith wrote that in the early 
part of this action the 10th regiment, 
which Gen. Pal-ner ca'.lcd "his sharp- 
shooters," totally anniVated three rebel 
regiments, and next routed a brigade at 
§00 yards range, badly cutting them to 
pieces with their repeating rifles. 
The 


federal troops then commenced retreat 
northward 
under cover of the federal 


gunboats. 


I.rttcr from R ttreenfield Privnte. 
A Greenfield member of the 10th wrote 


home: "We have been fighting and 
marching six days and nights. 
Awful 


fight at Malvern Hill Tuesday and our 
regiment was in It from 8 a. m. to 5 p. m. 
when it got out of amunition -and was 
relieved. Our regiment crowned itbelf 
with glory and whipped out brigade after 
brigade. It 
was wonderful that men 


could fight so, but the fact was that, the 
rebels could not get their men near 
enough to the old lOtli to reach it with 
their bullets. Gen. Couch has pointed us 
out to the President as the heroes of 
Seven Pines. It made us proud. 
Lost 


everything in that battle but what we 
stood in. Have no blankets and sleep on 
the ground. 


I nilcr < oiimi.-mcl of Cni>r. I.uutliaril. 
July 24, 1^02 the Tenth Regiment, was 


under command of Captain Lomard, with 
only the surgeon and three of the old 
captains Icil of the command that left 
Brightwood. Of the 990 men who lett 
that camp in March only 350 now reported 
fit for duty. 
Capt. Traver was at the 


head of the Greys; D. W. Wells. 1st Lieut. 
N. P. A. Bloise acting 2d, and Simeon 
Eldrige Orderly sergeant, Gen. Briggs 
had been made Brigadier general. July 
30, that noble man and soldier N- P. A.

Continued From First Pago. 


a reserve corps at the head of Long Bridge, 
Washington. 
The funeral of Major Ozro 


Miller has just been held at Shelbnrne 
Falls. October 9, Prof. A. L. Enstis, a 
professor of Harvard college, a graduate 
of West Point, and who had seen service 
in the Mexican war, was appointed colo- 
nel of the 10th , and that regiment was at 
Williamsport, Maryland. 
The regiment 


had recently marched to Harper's Ferry, 
twentj'-two n.iies, in the night, with the 
brigade under General Devens to reinforce 
General Burnside, but the rebels fled, and 
it captured nine rebel baggage wagons on 
the way back to Williamsport. 
At this 


time Adams had 498 men in the war, or 
eight over its full quota. 
Soon after in 


the brisk flght at Sharpsburg the regiment 
was under fire six hours. 
Here General 


Couch ordered 1000 men to make their 
own single fires to boil their coffee, which 
drew the fire of the rebel batteries, d:s- 
covered their position, and by this ruse 
the Union forces shelled them out. 


Seeing Tough Times. 


October 23 the 37th and lOtn was in Geisr 


eral Devens brigade, Couch division and 
was at New Hancock, Ind. Since the 
peninsular campaign it had suffered for 
want of clothes, shoes, blankets and cov- 
ering, was as ragged as the rebels them- 
selves; their officers were kicking under 
the annoyance of their West Point 
colonel, while the 37th had no tents or 
blankets. The West Point aristocracy in

In the great battle at Gettysburg, in 


which the rebel army were caught in a 
trap by the strategy of Generals Meade 
and Hancock and were defeated and 
driven over the Blue Ridge mountains in 
total rout by the wonderful fight made by 
the Union army, the 10*h and 37th regi- 
ments were at no time in the front of the 
fighting. When the battle came 011 they 
were distant from that field, but being 
summoned to it, they made a forced 
march of thirty-six miles in one night 
and arrived just in the nick of time to rain- 
force our troops and Ma&sachusetts forces 
to sustain the Union army when the 
rebels made their final desperate charge 
to break its line of battle on Cemetery 
hill. 


Tho arew Tenth. 


May, 1884, the new lOSh regiment, then 


in course of formation, had 475 men on 
duty and five in hospital. Henry A. 
Tower of Stewart's Brigade band, which 
hafl gone to the front and who is now 
commander of Sanford Post, G. A. R., at 
North Adams, about this time wrote the 
THANSCEIPT from Brandy Station, Va., 
where the 10th was in camp: General 
Grant is about to commence his murch 
down through the Wilderness, and Stew- 
art's Brigade band is expecting to furnish 
music for a ball at Richmond, July 4th. 
The 10th regiment has formed a bass ball 
club and lately defeated the club of a New 
Jersey regiment in a score of 15 to 13. 
This regiment can beat anything afloat at 
either base or minnie ball. The regiment, 
which is now in Colonel Justice's fourth 
brigade, attached to General Neill's 2d di- 
vision of the 6th army corps under com- 
mand of General Sedgwick has just been 
supplied with six day's rations and has or- 
ders to march. 


Down Ihrongh the Wilderness. 


The first two terrible days of the Wil- 


derness fight May 5 and 6, 1864, the 10th 
and 37th were detached from Sedgwick's 
camp and fought under General Hancock. 
General Grant had commenced his great 
flank movement. In the flght from the 
Rapidon to Spottsylvania court house both 
sides met with terrible slaughter and the 
flght proved a- drawn one. At Spottsyl- 
vania, General Sedgwick, who was a rela- 
tive of the Stockbridge Sedgwick's, was 
shot in the eye by a rebel sharpshooter 
and killed. In this fight Lieutenant Graves > 
Lieutenant Eldridge, C. C. Wiley, Lewis 
Amadon, William E. Briggs, H. H. Ful- 
ler, P. Galligher, S. H. Sheldon, Thomas 
Carle, Lewis R. Green, and othera in Co. 
B were wounded. The 37th also suffered

Soon after the 8th corps were sent to

The thought of Gen. Grant was to drive 
these rebels back into Virginia. Early 
was defeated at the old Brightwood camp 
and the division followed him in a twenty- 
flve-mUe forced march in his flight to 
Snicker's Gap in the Shenondoah Valley. 
The commander of the corps then 
marched back to Washington, where, 
with other troops that was put under 
command of Gen. Sheridan.

"Sheridan's ride" came later and his 
thorough wiping out of the rebel forces. 
The 6th corps in which were otill the 10th 
and 37th were then ordered on to Peters- 
burg and there wound up their glorious 
history in the great war of the rebellion.
